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FIRE COMMISSIONERS ISSUE STATEMENT 
WHY MENLO PARK NEEDS NEW STATION 


The RECORDER, this weex, * 
contacted Fire Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff to learn why the fire com- 
missioners of the Menlo Park Fire 
District had started negotiations 
for property on which to erect a 
new fire station in this area. The 
intended purchase of property at 
Hoover and Oak Grove came as 
a great surprise to many persons 
who report that they had heard 
nothing of the need until a citi- 
zens’ prot est to the proposed pur- 
chase was presented at last week’s 
city council meeting. 

In answer to this newspaper’s 
inqwry the following statement 
was sent us, signed by the three 
fire commissioners of the Menlo 
Park Fire District. 


To the People of Menlo Park: 

With respect to the petition spon- 
sored by Dr. Ruth T. Smith, pro- | 
testing the proposed location of a 
new Menlo Park Fire District Head- 
quarters Station at the corner of 
Hoover Street and Oak Grove Ave- 
nue, the position of the Menlo Park | 
Fire Commission is as follows: 

1. The Fire Department is the 
property of the taxpayers of the 
Menlo Park Fire District. Conse- 
quently, the department is obli- 
gated to serve all areas of the 28 
square miles situated between Red- 
wood City and Palo Alto, in the most 
efficient manner possible. 


2. At present, Headquarters Sta- 
tion is situated at 1077 Merrill Ave- 
nue in a building that is inadequate 
for housing apparatus, personnel, 
and office facilities. The building 
was constructed thirty years ago for 
a volunteer fire company. In line 
with the development of the Menlo 
Park business area west of El Ca- 
mino, a survey was requested by the 
Board of Fire Commissioners and 
conducted by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters to determine the 
most practical location for Head- 
quarters Station. The site selected 
was in the general vicinity of Oak 
Grove Avenue and Hoover Street. 
This location also conforms with 
insurance requirements to preserve 
the lowest possible insurance rates 
which apply to residential and bus- 
iness property in Menlo Park. 

3. North und East Palo Alto areas 
are serviced by No. 2 Engine at 2084 
Manhattan Avenue, East Palo Alto. 

4. Atherton is serviced by No. 3 
Engine stationed at 32 Almendral 
Avenue, Atherton. This latter sta- 
tion is situated in a strictly resi- 
dential area, and has proven an add- 
ed asset to property owners in that 
area. in fact, nearly every city in 
the nation enjoys the privilege and 
protection of fire stations situated 
in resideutial areas, including San 
Francisco, Oakland, etc., etc. 

All fire equipment operated by 
the Menlo Park Fire District is 
available for service in any part of 
the district. 

5. The Fire Department is es- 
tublished for the welfare and safety 
of the entire community which it 


serves, ald instead of being a men- 
ace or hazard to school children, as 
suggested in the petition, it might 
be pointed out that the Fire Depart- 
ment ana all local schools have co- 
operated 100% to develop a clearer 
understanding of safety and fire 
prevention 1uies. 

When the apparatus is “in ser- 
vice,” it is understood that the siren 
will serve as a warning to all traf- 
fic and pedestrians, thus permit- 
ing a right-of-way to the scent 


; of the emergency, regardless of lo- 


ation (residential or business). 
Trained personnel, modern equip- 
ment and the efficiency of the Men- 
lo Park Fire Department has at- 
tained state and national recogni- 
tion, and is honored by a similar 


, reputation locally. 


6. The proposed new location ap- 
pears to be the most adaptable and 
most practical of all available prop- 
erty. It is centrally located, and 
permits free and easy access in all 


directions to the new and old bus- 


iness and residential areas of Men- 
lo Park. It gives a straight run 
East on Oak Grove to the Middle- 
field Road area. 

7. The establishment of an up- 
to-date fire station at the proposed 
site ‘corner of Hoover Street and 
Cak Grove) should enhance the 
value of the neighboring property, 
; due to the added protection and se- 
curity it would continuously afford. 
All members of the Fire Department. 
are home owners, and proudly ful- 
fill their cuties and responsibilities 
as good citizens of this fine com- 
munity. 

8. The Board of Fire Commission- 
ers will welcome further discussions 
in the matter, in the interests of 
the community as a whole.

It is a pleasure 
for the RECORDER to better in- 
troduce to its readers the two local 
people who are so active in the 
operation of its distinctive Cinema. 

Margaret Hamm Gray, resident 
manager of the Guild and also part 
owner, recently moved to 73 Wilburn, 
Atherton, where she purchased a 
home. She has two children—Sidney, 
8. who is attending Peninsula School, 
and Rick, only 3. She had been 
associated with the West Side 
Theatre Company and other comp- 
anies before coming to the Guild. 


Hal Honore owns a home at 746 
Hermosa Way, Menlo Park, with his 
wife, Ruth, and son, Paul, who is 
now attending Sequoia High School. 
His position is that of manager of 
three theatre companies, all under 
the same ownership, with four 
theatre houses. The Park and May-

Opening a theatre is quite dif- 
ferent from what the general pub- 


lic might imagine. Theatre managers 
do not sleep or bask in the sun all 
day and then to work at 6:45 in the 
afternoon. “Motion pictures are very 


perishable”, explained Mrs. Gray as 
she set the guage on a thermostat 
in the auditorium. “They must be 
selected with the greatest of care 
and must be presented properly for 
the full enjoyment of the patrons.” 

“A theatre manager never rests”, 
continued Mrs. Gray. “In the morn- 
ings the house is inspected for any 
necessary maintenance, for cleanli- 
ness and the need for ordering such 
supplies as globes, paper towels, car- 
bons, janitorial supplies and the like. 
Banking must be done and corres- 
pondence disposed of. Ads must be 
prepared and copy ready for the art 
department.” The little “manager” 
listed many further duties including 
office routine, trips to the city, staff 
meetings, fire drills, interviews, etc., 
all of which must be taken care of in 
hours when the theatre is not in 
eperation. 

District manager Tal Honor, serv- 
ing his 25th year in the exhibition 
field, is holder of many special show- 
manship awards. He resigned the 
management of the Sequoia Theatre 
in Redwood City in 1942 and has 
just returned to the Peninsula after 
supervising the operations of theatres 
for other companies in various parts 
of the state. 

In their foreign language films 
the Guild plans a diversified pro- 
gram. Next production will be “I 
Know Where I’m Going”, made by 
the Abby Players Group of London. 
Following that will be the opera, 
“Barber of Seville”.

An important committee has been 
formed whose objective is to take 
facts and figures regarding the com- 
ing high school bond election to the 
entire citizenry of San Mateo 
County. Its aim is te make every 
person acquainted with the need 
for these bonds and the purposes 
for which the money will be ex- 
pended. 

The Sequoia District Citizens’ 
Committee held its formation meet- 
ing on Tuesday night at the high 
school. The meeting centered around 
the intended operations of the 
group as they will be divided into 
three general divisions—Menlo Park, 
San Carlos-Belmont, and Redwood 
City. There will be committee heads 
for each of the three sections with 
several sub-committee members 
working with them. The next open 
meeting of the group will be held 
at Sequoia, 7.45 p.m. in the library, 
on Tuesday the 27th. Citizens of 
every part of the county who are 
willing to work in this campaign 
are invited to attend the meeting. 

The high school bond election 
comes before the people on May 21. 
The first publication of the legal 
notice of the election is printed in 
this week’s issue of the RECORDER. 
As this date is but four weeks away 
the Sequoia District Citizens’ Com- 
mittee feels that it is most import- 
ant that authentic information be 
wide spread as soon as possible. 

The bonds will call for the sum 


of one and one-fourth million dol- 
lars. Of this amount $875,000 is for 
the erection of the first unit of the 
Menlo Park high school. The legal 
notice fails to state that this amount 
of money could not be used for any 
other purpose than for a high school 
here, but a resolution to that effect 
has been passed by the school trus- 
tees.

Two other matters will be voted 
upon at the May 21st election (be- 
sides the bonds)—election of school 
trustees and approval of the special 
tax to meet the demands of higher 
teachers salaries. (Comment on the 
same in today’s editorial column).

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LET’S KEEP THE LAMPS BURNING 
(From Howard G. Hanley of San Francisco the Recorder received 
this excellent editorial.) 

In a world torn with strife and political unrest, California 
will pause during the week of April 26th to pay homage to ‘’the 
little red school house’’ and its bigger brother in the metro- 
politan areas. The occasion will be the state-wide observance 
of the 29th annual Public Schools Week. 

‘Public Schools Week has become an accepted institution in 
our civic life. Its purpose has been to bring to schools, their 
work and the teachers and students into closer touch with the 
public. 

Curiously enough, there is a close parallel between the 
condition prevailing in 1920 that brought about the inception 
of Public Schools Week and that of today. At that time the 
schools faced a crisis in the shortage of teachers. Many schools, 
especially rural schools, were being closed of a lack of teachers. 
Today there is not only a shortage of teachers, but many com- 
munities are faced with capital investments in replacing run 
down or outgrown school plants. 

Throughout California during this special week, teachers 
and their students, with the cooperation of various civic and 
fraternal organizations, will present special programs and the 
public in general will be invited to take advantage of this week 
of “open house” in order that there may be a better under- 
standing of the schools, their work and their problems. 

Certainly in the world as it is today the public schools of 
America take on an added importance to a free people, for it 
is in the classroom where the lamp of democracy is first lighted 
for the youth of our land. Through better understanding this 
lamp can continue to grow in the light it sheds and the strength 
it gives to a people groping in a world threatened by the over- 
shadowing darkness of despotism. 


SALARY JUSTICE 


Again and again in these columns we have referred to pub- 
lic responsibility toward the teachers of our primary and second- 
ary schools. Once more, at the appropriate time of Public 
Schools Week, we wish to call attention to one aspect of the 
“teacher situation’“—the need for a uniform salary schedule 
for the two branches of our public school instruction. 

Time was when any one who had passed through the eighth 
grade and then successfully answered questions on Reading, 
Writing, Arithmetic (plus some History and Grammar) which 
were compiled for teacher examinations at the office of the 
State superintendent of school, could obtain a teaching posi- 
tion if he could persuade the county trustees that he was able 
to “handle the children’’. But High School teachers were re- 
quired to have ‘’better credentials’. 

So it became the general trend to seek positions in second- 
ary schools if one had any academic training, because of the 
better salary assured. 

Today every teacher in our secondary schools is required 
to have a teaching degree, yet the old custom of paying less 
for those who teach the very young than for those (with the 
same A.B. degree) who instruct in our high schools still prevails. 

Is there any place where intelligent teaching is of greatér 
value than in the early grades? Why then, should one whk, 
elects to follow the profession in its instruction of children from 
six to fourteen be penalized by the inability to earn a compar- 
able salary with the teacher who likes high school work better? 

It is a satisfaction to know that the teachers of San Mateo 
County are currently active in an attempt to establish a uni- 
form salary schedule which would eliminate this unfairness. 
Credentials earned will be given the same monetary return 
whether the teacher be on the elemntary or high school staff if 
the measures, for which the teachers of this county are work- 
ing, are adopted. 

Through the distribution of reports and a possible speakers’ 
bureau, this committee hopes to acquaint the people of San 
Mateo County with its intelligent and reasonable demands. We 
wish tnem all success. 


BOYS’ DAY 


At the end of Public Schools Week comes Menlo Park’s 
annual Boys’ Day, sponsored here for the tenth consecutive 
year by the Menlo Park Lions Club. 

Next Friday, April 30, our BOYS will take over the town. 
All civic offices will be held, for the day, by young electives. 
Business and professional men of Menlo are also “’sponsoring’” 
different boys for the day, each taking into his office, store or 
shop some local boy who will be given the opportunity to learn 
as much as he can absorb about the activities of the place in 
the eight hours he becomes a member of the organization. 

Giving our boys this opportunity for intimate contact with 
the government and business of the community is certainly 
helping them to become better citizens. The sincerity shown 
by the boys, in their brief effort to hold up the economic and 
civic traditions of Menlo Park, has been and will again be the 
Lions Club’s reward for staging the yearly program. The boys 
have lots of fun, but they take their responsibilities seriously. 
We hope every one of them, of “eligible age’’, has a place in 
the BOYS’ DAY plan. 


BOTH BETTER AND WORSE 


It could be encouraging to know that automobile fatalities 
were fewer last year than in 1946 were it not for two ‘shadows’!

The number of persons injured increased, with some of 
these injuries worse than death. The number of pedestrians 
killed was greater than ever. 

Safety in Numbers? 

The mail brings us a collection of numbers which should 
help teach safety. These numbers are from the statistical story 
of U. S. street and highway accidents in 1947 contained in the 
book of “‘crash data’’ produced each year by the Travelers 
Insurance Companies. Here are some of them: 

32,500—traffic deaths 
1,365,000—traffic injuries 
10,940—pedestrians killed 
9,410—deaths resulting from excessive speed 
4,000—children killed in auto accidents 
There is certainly no safety for us in numbers like these.

Your 
City’s 
Business

The following letter has been sent 
to our representatives in Congress. 

“Since deactivation of Dibble Gen- 
eral Hospital in Menlo Park, our city 
council has been working toward the 
eventual acquisition of 28 acres of 
this property kiown as the ‘recrea- 
tion and utility area” to be used as 
a recreation and civic center for 
our comunity. This property, which 
lies within our city limits, includes 
a swimming pool, a gymnasium, a 
theatre, and several smaller build- 
ings which can be used to house 
the city government. The buildings 
are what is known as ‘semi-perm- 
anent’ construction. The grounds are 
not planted or landscaped, but con- 
tain a baseball and a football field 
(no bleachers), and land suitable for 
park purposes. Late last year War 
Assets received the property for dis- 
posal and recently placed a ‘fair 
value’ of $145,000 upon it, of which 
60,000 was for land and $85,000 for 
structures. Menlo Park was the sole 
priority applicant for the property. 

“We do not object to the land ap- 
praisal, although the Government 
acquired the site in 1943 at $800 an 
acre, and the price which the city is 
required to pay will show the United 
States a profit of 170%. The struct- 
ures, however, could be of little value 
to any purchaser other than the 
citly, for under our zoning ordinance 
and master plan, industrial and 
commercial uses are not permitted 
in this section of the city. None of 
the buildings are of value for resi- 
dential purposes. We feel that this 
fact should be taken into consider- 
ation even though the Government’s 
cost exceeded $300,000; and the 
structures valued at closer to $25,000 
than $85,000.
